The Government.and the Diet.

A matter of groat importance a8 a ques.

which, by the way, His Majesty the Em- 

eror, crercising his Imperial prerogativo, 
bas summoned for to-morrow, instead of 
for next month, as it waa intimateda month 
ago he would do—a draft of the War 
Budgot was submitted for tho considera- 
tion of tho party Icaders. It is estimated 
that the exponse of the war, up to the ond 
of the noxt fiscal year, that ia until March 
31, 1903, will be 576 million yon. This 
suin is broadly divided into three principal 
items, viz.. Disbursements already authoris 
ed by the Emperor, 174i million ; Extraor- 
dinary disbursements for war purposos, 
380 million ; Extraordinary Budge: fund, 
40 million. To provido this sum, recourse 
will be hud to the following mentioned 
methods, viz., inorcased Taxation, 68 
million ; Surplus, 42 million; Advances 
from apecial accounts, 50 million : Publio 
loana snd temporary accommodations, 
411,000,000. It is oxplained that the 
item, ‘ Disbursements alresdy authorised 
by the Emperor,’ ineans the amounts which 
the Governnent, in order to be prepared 
for the war which seemed inevitable (pre- 
parati n which has already caused Russia 
80 much diacowfiture '), apportioned under 
authority of Impurial Ordinance issued last 
year. ‘Tbe appropriation of funds and tho 
ordinance itaclf will Le aubmitted to the 
Diet for the purpose of obtaining con- 
stitutional snuction for the disburse- 
ment. Only a little over one-third of 
the sum alloted, that is lesa than aixty 
million yen, has acluaily been expended,
